Two of the cows, the 
"ones that are now crippled, were 
unconscious for about 20 minutes." 


The two killed instantly were of 


Guernsey and Holstein breeds. 


Sanford said today that he esti- 


mated his loss at $600. The barn 
or residence 150 feet away were 
not damaged by the bolt. Sanford 
said that he still feels the effects 
of the bolt today. 


The two injured cows may have

Australia and New Zealand form- 
ally ended their state of war with 
Germany today. New Zealand also 
announced the end of a state of 
war with Austria. 


The United States, Britain and 


France are expected to take simi- 
lar action shortly. 


The Australian decision was an- 


nounced in a statement, by Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Richard 
G. Casey; New Zealand External 
Affairs 
Minister Frederick W. 


Doige announced his country's ac- 
tion at Wellington. 


Doidge said the significance of 


the action would become most 
immediately apparent in the fields 
of local trade and law. 


"It will not diminish the rights 


of the occupying powers in Ger- 
many nor affect several import- 
ant questions which must be set- 
tled at an appropriate time in a 
formal peace treaty," he said. 


New Zealand reserved the right 


to retain any money or property 
controlled by regulations issued in 
1939 and also the right to obtain' 
satisfaction for its claims and 
those of New Zealand citizens aris- 
ing out of the war.

Get After the Narcotic Sellers; 
They Are the Real Dope Fiends 


For the teen-age victims, it began as a lark—an excur- 


sion into the unknown, like the first ride on a roller-coaster. 
Or it started as "a challenge—the proof of daring so they 
could keep up with the crowd and not be called a "square." 


Then the roller-coaster became something they couldn't 


get off. In place of "squares" they became "junkies/' 
"mainliners,!' and other names in a strange doped-up jargon 
that is finally beginning to shock America. Instead of a 
lark, it was a down-hill ride with little chance for anything 
at the end but tragedy. 


These were the youngsters the nation suddenly became 


aware of after their stories were,aired in New York and 
later before the senate crime investigating committee in 
Washington—stories of kids who but for the grace of God 
could be ours. These were the kids enmeshed in the growing 
drug peril, addicts whose lives are pretty sure to be ruined 
no matter what we do for them now. 


How did it happen? Some blame'it on a general break- 


down in family life. Others say it starts in the slums and 
breeds on delinquency, or that the new American credo has 
put too much emphasis on "being accepted by the gang."

All of these ideas, added together, are only part of the 


answer. The big factor is that the stuff that makes dope 
addicts is available—as available, in many cities, as ice cream 
and candy. 
How can we stop it? By going to work on the real dope 
' fiends. The,f lends aren't the ones who use marijuana, heroin 
and'cocaine} they're too Smart. They-'sell it, and the'cus 
tomers have to keep,coming back for more and more, unti 
they will do almost anything—as the customers themselves 
have testified—to get the "stuff." 


The fiends are the "pushers," who like to get their cus 


tomers young, because teen-agers are susceptible, and once 
they get started, will get other teen-agers to go along with 
them. U. S. Narcotics Commissioner Harry J. Anslinger fig 
ures there are 10,000 youthful addicts now, triple the num 
her since 1950. The fiends—the "pushers"—are willing to 
give away samples, the evidence shows, to get another stMudy 
customer.

For the peddlers, it!s big business. And the 
is low, overhead in this case being the price the peddters 
have to pay when they're nabbed.

a Macon reader. "One group fol- 
lows the official rules. The other 
group follows the local rue that 
a discard that matches a closed 
canasta may not be picked up 
except by a natural pair in the 
hand. 
' 


"I find that I have to vary my 


playing style when I go from one 
game to the other. What varia- 
tions would you suggest?" 


In general, you should tend to 


play for a fast out more often un- 
der the local rule than under the 
official rule. If you happen to get 
a good 'offense started, the oppo-' 
nents get more anil more safe' dis- 
cards as you make each canasta. 


By the time you have three 


canastas, the opponents should us- 
ually have enough safe discards 
to stay out of trouble. If you get 
fewer than three canastas, of 
course, you haven't much of an 
offensive. 


In the official rules, of course, 


the-opponents do not get safe dis- 
cards In this way. Suppose you 
close a canasta of kings and that 
the player at your right discards 
a king. Under the official rules 
you can pick up that king (to- 
gether with the rest of the discard 
pile, as always). 


a result, you can often get a 


good' offensive started and can 
continue it for a long time. Some- 
times you can make six or seven 
canastas, thus scoring a real bo- 
nanza. That sort of huge score is 


very rare when the local rule is 
played. 


In short, playing fr>r a big- score 


under the local rules is like fish- 
ing for whales in a village pond. 
The odds are against your catch- 
ing any. The wiser course is to 
go for small fish—or, in Canasta, 
to try for a fast meldout. 


One other variation is worth 


while. Under the local rule don't 
complete your canastas unless you 
are in position to go out promptly. 
If you have a large assortment of 
cards (which may happen even 
if you don't actually plan to fight 
for the pile), leave the melds open 
instead of closing them as canas- 
tas. This keeps the pressure on 
the enemy whereas closing the 
canasta would make cheap dis- 
cards available to them. 


Even in the official game it 


isn't always wise to make a ca- 
nasta at the earlie'st possible 
moment. This is particularly true 
when it takes a wild card to make 
the canasta. That wild card may 
be more useful in another meld if 
you have the patience to wait until 
you get a mxtural card for your 
canasta.

spirits. This "Is an average per 
capita consumption of 1.1* gal- 
lons. 


The amount of energy used up 


in a day varies from person to 
person; a farmer or lumberman 
will use more than someone who 
is tied to a desk. Consquently a 
diet which will enable one person 
to shed unwanted poundage will 
be more than cnougn for another. 


Nevertheless it does not do any- 


one harm to know what foods 
supply the most energy (or fat) 
and how to make a rough calcu- 
lation of the diet. 


Tne value of most food sub- 


tances is measured in calories 
which is an expression of the 
amount of heat they can produce. 
But excess calories can also be 
stored as fat, so for practical pur- 
poses if more calories are taken in 
than are used up, a person will 
gain weight. 


The reverse is also true, but re- 


ducing diets should be carefully 
planned so that they will contain 
enough of the necessary foodstuffs 
like proteins, minerals, and vita- 
mins. 


In general, a reducing diet 


should be low in fats and in 
starches or carbohydrates since 
the latter are converted into fat 
by the body. Most people recog- 
nize fatty "foods such as butter, 
margarine, fat meat and cream. 


But many have only a vague 


idea about the starches and starch- 
containing foods. Sugar, potatoes, 
moat cooked cereals, and sweet 
foods like pie, Ice cream and 
candy contain 
an enormous 


amount of starch for their bulk. 


As a rule these have to be al- 


most completely eliminated when 
one is trying to lose weight and 
their plac* taken bjr mor« burtjr 


horn. 


foods which have fewer calories 
and yet fill up the stomach. 


Many people, too, do not realize 


that whole milk is more fattening 
than skim milk and* that some 
vegetables and fruits contain a 
lot 
more 
carbohydrates 
than 


others. For example, corn, ho 
iny, lima beans, macaroni, 
banans, grapes, and plums con- 
tain so much starch that they are 
difficult to take at all when one 
Is trying to lose weight.

On the other hand asparagus, 


broccoli, sprouts, lettuce, spinach, 
tomatoes and several others are 
low In fattening elements; 


Proteins such as lean meat, 


eggs, cottage cheese, and fish 
almost always included in a 
ducing diet as are skimmed milk • 
and a small amount of bread. 


Anyone can have devised for 


himself a diet containing 1000 
calories, 1200 or whatever number 
he will need to lose. It is usually 
necessary to actually weigh the 
extremely low calorie diets and 
it is often wise to do the same 
on the others at least at first. 
" The rest of it is up to the 
son, 
but there is this to 


if they stick to it they will notice 
the loss before long and after a 
while their stomachs will seem 
to get used to smaller quantities 
of food.

NEWARK, N.J., (AP)—Author 


ities sifted the twisted, scorched 
rubble of a sprawling propane gas 
storage plant today for a clue t< 
the cause of a series of rocket 
like explosions Saturday.

local agencies sent investigators 
to the 82-acre tank farm, still too 
hot to explore thoroughly more 
than 24 hours after the initia 
blast.

Chinese Will 
Starve Soon, 
Priest Says

HONG KONG. (AP)_A Mary 


knool Catholic priest said today 
most of Red China's population will 
be starving soon if the war in Ko- 
rea continues. 


Father Robert Kennclly of Nor- 


walk, Conn., and Brooklyn, who 
came out of Red China recently 
after 14 weeks in Communist jails, 
said: 


"There appears to be a 
verfjy 


severe food scarcity in many parts 
of China. Several Communist offi- 
cials who were in Jail on various 
charges, mostly bribery or em- 
bezzlement, said famine conditions 
existed in nine .provinces. 


"It is difficult to judge the con- 


dition of a big nation by what one 
sees in one section. But the situ- 
ation, especially the food situation, 
looked desperate. I heard the 
opinion expressed that if the K£) 
rean war lasted a little longer most 
of China would be starving. Even 
prisoners were asked to contribute 
money to local drives for food."
